Loxvox, September 6.—The Nord Deustche 
Yeiturg, Prince Bismarck’s organ, says that 
the government is annoyed over the i- 
German demonstration at Madrid, but wi 
not judge’ hestily. Itadds that inquiries 
will probably show that the riots were due to 
certain influences. This is hardly a veiled 
dig at the French. The Zeitung also says that 
if Apsin does not recompense Germany and 
punish the culprits, Germany will occupy 

e Caroline islands forthwith. 

The National Zeitung thinks that the diplo- 
matic relations between Germany and Spain 
will broken off, unless Spain affords satisfac- 
fion for the Madrid affair. 

The Tagblatt says that if King Alfonso re- 
tsins his sovereignty, Spain will certainly 
make reparation, and in the _ event 
ot Lis being deposed, Germany can easily take 
possession of valuable pledges, and thus com- 
pel Spain to render satisfaction. The Tagblatt 
is ot opinion that the excess of the populuce 
of Madrid were directed more against 
the Spanieh monarchy than against Ger- 
many. The Boersen Courier declares 
that tbe resignation of the Spanish cabinet is 
absolutely necessary to atone for the insults 
offered to Germany. All the papers sare con- 
fiaent ofthe ultimate success of Bismarck. 

THE SPANISH COUNCIL, 

The council of ministers, with the sanction 
of King Alfonso, has framed and despatched 
to the German government an ultimatum re- 
questing Germany to evacuate the Caroline 
islands. Spain, in the meantime, will refrain 
from material occupation of the islands, and 
thus afford a basis for further parleying. 
Tie total number of arrests made here in 
eennection with the demonstration against 
Germany isiS4. The German consulate at 
Valercia received the same treatment at 
the hands of the populace as the German em- 
bassy at Madrid. 

The police and troops showed by their good 
humor yesterday that they sympathized with 
ihe rioters. The government and royalist 
orgaus only timidly urged moderation. The 
anti German movement is genuine and popus 
ler among allclasses. The police yesteaday 
offered feeble resistance tothe attackson the 
German embassy, where all the windows were 
smeshed. At midnight a procession of 
40,000 men paraded the streets, receiving 
cheers everywhere, especially at the military 
and naval clubs. Five thousand troops turned 
out to preserve order. Increased discontent 
has prevailed today, because the 
government withheld the . de- 
cision of the council. The opinion 
of the mob is that the government hesitates 
to sever relations with the government. 
Count Benomar, Spenish embassador at Ber- 
jin, telegraphs that the Count Van 
Hertzteidt, German toreign minis- 
fer, dcelares that the German gunboat 
was forbidden to hoist the German flag where 
the Spanish flag floated, and hoped that the 
incident will not interfere with the negotia- 
dions 0: cordiality between the two nations,as 
Germany would Swve prtvented auy cooupe- 
‘the Caroliaes if it had been 
potsible to communicate with the German 
cruiser after the receipt of the Spanish note 
claiming the island. Count Von Hatzfeldter’s 
statement is confirmed by Count Von Solms 
Sonvenwalde, German minister to Spain. 

THE GERMAN EXPLANATION. 

A Berlin dispatch says thata semi official 
mote cescribed the hoisting of 
the Gernian flag at Yap 
as preliminary and without prejudice to an ul- 
timate agreement between Germany and 
Spain. Bismarck, who is at Varzein, signifies 
no intention of leaving there. The statement 
that Spain had refused to submit the question 
of the ownership of the Caroline islands to ar- 
bitration is not confirmed, nor is it believed, 
or the reagon thatsuch refusal would probably 
result in decisive action by Germany for the 
retention of the islands. War is regarded as 
entirely out of the question. The worst that 
tan happen in case Spain refuses to apologize, 
is the suspension of diplomatic relations. 

THR ACTION OF SPAIN. 

A Madrid dispatch says that Admiral An- 
tequera has been sent to the Mediterranean to 
take command ofthe fleet, which has been 
increased. All the vessels are 
ready for service. The government has 
seized and will rosecute the Iberia 
Correspondencia, and the impartial liberal 
papers, the Progress, the Globe, and six other 
republican papers and four independent jour- 
nals, for publishing articles inciting 
by agitation and advocating rupture 
with Germany. The local authorities 
have been ordered to act vigorously, and see 
thet all agitation isfrepressed and the ring- 
leaders arrested throughout the country. Two 
hundred and fifty persons have been 
arrested in Madrid, but a majority of them 
have since been liberated. Many theatres 
and other public institutions ‘have been 
closed. 3 

NO UNEASINESS FELT. 

From Berlin comes the news that Count 
Benomar, Spanish minister, has expressed to 
the government Spain’s regret 
at the insult offered to (er- 
meny by the populace of Madrid, and 
has promised, in behalf ofthe government, 
thet the leaders of the mob will be punished, 
and that Spain will do her utmost to prevent 
arepetition ofthe insult. This statement is 
regarded as terminating the incident. The 
fesling in Berlin over the Madrid incident 
is one of tranqypility. No serious 
result is feared, although it is admitted that 
there is an eloment of gravity in Spain’s in- 
Ristance on the power of sovereignty over the 
Caroline islands in the unstable position of 
King Alfonso.

THE CHOLERA RECORD. 


| The Situation Reported to be Improving in 


Toulon, 


_ Mapnrip, September 6.—Returns from all the 
infected districts of Spain show that on Satur- 
day there were reported 2,147 new cases of 
cholera, and 779 deaths from the disease, 

Marsti.es, September 6.—Ten deaths from 
cholera have been reported in this city today. 

Tou.on, September 6.—Nine persons died 
of cholera here today at the hospitals. Eight 
patients were admitted, five were discharged 
cured, three died and 123 remain under treat- 
ment, The situation here is improving. In 
the department of Herault five deaths are 
reported. 

Rome, September 6.—Only a few cases of 
cholera are reported at Parma. 

Paris, September 6,--M. Allain Targe 
minister of the interior, has expended $4,000 
for the benefit of the cholera victims at Toulon 
end $10,000 at Marseilles. 


A Rumor Aboutthe Tories and Parnell. 
_Lonxvon, September 6.—During the past 
lew days there have been persistent rumors 
to the effect that the Tory and Parnellite 
tow f managers had arranged a scheme of 
ocal self-government for Ireland which 
would be tantamount to home rule. These 
rumors have lately been strengthened by 
certain occurrences which seemed to prove the 
existance of a good understanding between the 
present premier and the uncrowned king of 
Ireland. Under these circumstances it be- 
came desirable to get an authoritative state- 
ment from Lord Salisbury, and the Cable 
News telegraphed to the marquis, asking him 
fora plain answer tothe question whether 
there was an understanding between the tories 
end the Parnellites. The answer came 
promptly, and was to the effect that no such 


understanding exists, or has ever existed. 


The statement was made as emphatic as lan- 
guage could meke it, but the liberals are still 
skeptical. 


KRiotous English Soldiers, 

Lonpon, September 6.—Thirty soldiers be- 
longing to the Highlond regiment today made 
an assault upon a dozen artillerymen, at a 
village near Piymouth. The Scotchmen were 
rcuted. The artjllerymen then carried the 
village by storm, when the people fled to the 
fields. An armed picket guard subsequently 
captured fifteen of the rioters.

SHOT TO DEATH. 


AND THE PEOPLE AROUSED TO 
VENGBANCE, 


The Brutal Murder ofa Chattanooga Street Car Dri- 
ver by a Negro—The Murderer in Jail, but the 
Lynchers Take Him Out and Hang him 
to a Rafter Inside the Jail. 


CuattanooGa, Tenn.,| September 6.— 
[Special.]}—The most atrocious and uupro- 


voked murder that ever occurred in this city 


took place this afternoon, and the city is now 


in a frenzy of excitement, and it is quite likely 
there will be a serious collision before morn- 
ing. About 4 o’clock this afternoon Polk 
Mitchell, a street Gar driver, and until six 
weeks ago the assistant chief of police, ejected 
a negro named Charles Williams from the 
street car, because the latter persisted in 
smoking in the presence of ladies, refused to 
deposi this fare,and used obsence and vitupera- 
tive language when ordered to pay his fare. 
The negro swore he would have revenge. 
PERFORATED WITH BULLETS. 

He went to his house, armed himself with a 
eelf-acting, 5S-calibre Smith & Wesson, and 
followed the streetcar to the southern out- 
tkirts of the city, where the car dreve up toa 
switch. The negro approached and made a 
threatening gesture at Mitchell. Before the 
latter could defend himself he shot him three 
timee, and then fired twice at his prostrate 
body. The murderer fled with his smoking 
revolver in his hand. 

THE CROWD {N PURSUIT. 


A crowd of 500 citizens followed and he was 
overteken a mile from the city. He was 
brought back in the midst of eight policemen, 
follewed by a shrieking crowd of 1000, yelling 
for his head, but was safely committed to jail. 
The tumult was so great that the sherifl tele- 
grephed to the governor for permission to 
callout the militia, and two companies are 
now guarding the jail. 

AT THE JAIL DOOR. 

The mob, mostly composed of factory labor- 
ers and railroad men, armed with shotguns 
and all other kinds of firearms, about 11 
o’clock marched to thecounty jail, followed 
by several hundred people, and at once began 
demanding admittance to the jail. It soon 
transpired that nothing would <deter them, 
and shooting into the crowd by the posse of the 
sheriff would result in the killing of a large 
number of people, so nothing was done to 
prevent the entrance of the mob, and the 
front door of the jail was soon broken in. The 
sheriff would not give up the keys, and as the 
jail is a strong building, the inside of which 
is a complete sheet of half-inch boiler tron, 
and the entrance of the latest improved and 
tLe most secure manufacture, the mob is 
having a hard time effecting an entrance. 

A GUNSHOT FUSILADE. 

For an hour they had-been battering at the 
iron doors, and at midnight the report of a 
pistol caused a fusilade froma number of 
thotguns and rifles, and it is reported that 
a white man and negro have beenshot, but 
how seriously cannot be learned. It will 
probably take an hour for the mob to get at 
the prigoner, and he will _ i be 
henged before daylight. The mob 
is dete:m‘ned but orderly. They even stated 
to the military that if they would show their 
suthority from the governor, which they had 
not, they would disperse. 

THE MURSDERER HANGED. 

At 12:15 the murderer was hanged to a 
raftcrin the jail in a methodical and system- 
atic manner. He was taken from his cell and 
cérried up stairs,when his hands and feet were 
securely tied, and a heavy rock tied 
to his feet. They lifted himup and dropped 
him, and he strangled to death in three min- 
utes. Nota shot was fired, and all is now 
quiet. 


RIDDLED WITH BULLETS. 


The Exd cf the Man Who Murdered Edgar 
Maines. 

Kxoxvitie, Tenn., September 6.—The par- 
ticulars of the lynching aflair of Friday night 
are thriJling in the extreme. About 10:30 
o’clonk a large body of masked men passed 
down Gay street in the direction of the jail, 
and they marched in regular step, and were 
joined at various points along the street by at 
least 200 citizens. The mob appeared at the 
jail in perfect order, except the firing of pis- 
tols and a few yells. The jailer surrendered 
the keys to the main entrance and the crowd 
then broke through the door of the cell con- 
ne ng Lee Sellers, the young man charged 
with the murder and robbing of Edgar Maines 
last Tuesday morning, a mile east of the city. 
Sellers had a knife in his possession, 
apd. when one of the vigilantes’ com- 
mittee went into the cell to 
adjust the handcufis, he gave him two or three 
sericus stabs. Both were soon covered with 
bleod, and the’ masked vigilantes shot at Sell- 
ers twice, without inflicting a serious wound. 
The mob passed out of the jail yard and to 
the middle of the Tennessee river. _ 

A rope was placed around tne criminal’s 
neck while he was yet in the corridor of the 
jail. Hestood with arms folded, and never 
flinched an. inch while the knot was being 
arranged. ‘He called for a drink of water 
before leaving for the bridge. His wishes 
were complied with, After reaching the 
middle of the bridge, the mob halted and de- 
manded a contession. Sellers refused to say a 
word, and the rope was placed overa cross- 
beam about twenty-two feet above the {loor. 
He was not handcuffed, and as soon as the 
noose began to age up the rope he climbed, 
bend over hand, and, gaining the top, he 
crawled along the crogs-beam to one side of 
the bridge. While he was crossing, at least 
fifty shots were fired, pone of them with fatal 
effect. He rose to his teet, yelled at the top 
of his voice: 

‘“‘My friends, come to me; I’m murdered ; 
come quick,”’ 

The wounded man then lay down on & 
sleeper and several more shots were fired, but 
pone of them could hit him in the vital parts. 
Runners were sent to the city for ladiers and 
another rope. The crowd was orderly, and but 
few people outside of those implicated 
knew anything about it. The young 
men at a ball left the dancing 
and followed the masked men i 
swallow tails. After the ladders had been 
brought two men climbed upon top the string- 
ers and readjusted the rope. Sellers had ta- 
ken the rope from around his neck and begged 
the crowd to kill him and end his suffering. 
The men started to take him down. He lost 
his hold and fell into the water, eighty feet 
below. 

He hes not been found yet. Atthevery last 
he protested his innocence.

THE'ROCK SPRINGS MASSACRE. 


A Statement of the Cavses Leading to the 
Trouble, 

Oxaua, Neb., September 6.—General Man- 
ager Callaway, of the Union Pacific railroad 
company, was asked this afternoon to make a 
statement of the situation at Rock Springs, 
Evanston, and other mining camps on the line 
of that road, regarding the existing trouble 
between the white and Chinese miners. 
Mr. Callaway said thet notice had 
been served on the Beck- 
with and Quinn coal mine contractor at Rock 
Springs and Evanston, to remove all China- 
men irom Evanston by today, otherwise se- 
rious trouble would ensue, The United States 
government has sent troops there, and he 
assumed that order would soon be restored. 
“In coneequence of the difficulty experienc- 
ed,”* continued Calloway, “in get- 
ting reliable American miners in the 
territory, a contract was made some 
years ago, under which acertain proportion 
of Chinamen were engaged.’”’ Both classes, 
he asserted, are now paid fully thirty per cent 
more wages than were paid in the eastern 
mnines. At Rock Springs where the massacre 
occurred, the coa company’s re- 
turps shows that during the past month there 
were employed about 500 miners, 
at Evanston 300, ana at Carborn 300. All those 
atCarborn were American, while those at the 
other two points they are divided two-thirds 
Chizamen snd one-third Americans. Their 
pey is from 75 to$1.00 per ton, according to 
the width of the vein and the difficulties en- 
ccuntered in getting out coal. Both classes 
are paid at the same rate, and have 
been averaging about $3 per day to the men 
for eight hours work. The Americans being 
more industrious and skillful, get out a larger 
number of tons than the Chinamen, and 
meny of them earn over one hundred dollars 
per month. This scale has been in force 
many years, and was supposed to be satis- 
feetory to the men. The only advantage 
claimed by the coal company in tue employ- 
ment of the Chinese wes that it enabled them 
to mine a sufficient quantity of coal to keep 
the trains moving. When the other miners 
were allonthe strikes last winter, all the

Mr. Callaway wes asked to define 
the policy of his company. He re- 
plied that the inoffensive 
employes of the coal department and some of 
its officers have been driven from their homes, 
had their property destroyed and many of 
them were foully murdered. They are now 
awaiting protection from the federal or terri- 
toriil auihorities, and when they can be 
assured of this “the company will resume 
operations. 

ARRESTING THE RIOTERS.

Shed by a Murderous Husband Over His 
Wife's Grave. 

St. Louis, September 6.—Michael Devan- 
ney wes taken out of jail here yesterday to 
attend the funeral of the woman he murder- 
ed. The funeral notices had appearedin the 
psa pers to the effect that Catherine orig ca 
the beloved wife of Michael Devanney, would 
be buried, etc.. notwithstanding the woman 
hed accused him of her murder. Much sur- 
prise was expressed when it 
wes learned that the state 
ofiicers had lent themselves to preventing 
a murderer in tears at the grave of his victim. 
The sheriff would have been responsible in 
case of an ercape, riot or any disturbance, 
Nothing of the kind, however, occurred. 
Deyanney was taken out by the deputy sher- 
iffs, and the privilege was granted at the re- 
quest of Prosecutor Claiborne, who says the 
favor was granted at the desire of the Devan- 
ney family. This is said to be the first case 
of the kind on recerd. 


Evidence for Mrs, Walkup.

Scott, a specialist of this city, relates that 
early last winter a gentleman introducing 
bimeelfas Mr. Walkup, an alderman of Em- 
porie, Ks., called upon him for advice, saying 
that he had suffered fora long time froma 
chronic disease and had been  treat- 
ing himeelf for it, using arsenic, both 
in solution and pills.

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A BLOODY DUEL. 


ANDRBW JACKSON SLEW 
DICKINSON. 


HOW 


4 Chapter From the History of Tennessee During 
the First Half of the Present Century—Ths 
Murder ofaManby One Who Aftsr. 
wards Became President. 


From the Chicago Current. 

It is from the early career of Andrew Jack- 
son that we can form the best conception of 
the social conditions which existed in the 
south and southwest until late in the first half 
of the present century. His life is an inex- 
haustible repository of broils. A writer, in- 
spired by the zeal which lavishes its energies 
upon ebjects in an inverse relation to their 
importance, has computed that the seventh 
president of the United States was a partici- 
pantin nearly 100 “fights or violent and 
abusive quarrels” in the course of the long 
equabble which constituted his existence. One 
duel was prosecuted with such stern purpose 
upon bis part that he afterwards declared in 
words, which give us an additional insight 
into the iron will which made him at once the 
hero and scourge of his country, that he gould 
bave killed his foe if he had himself been 
shot through the brain. For our purpose, it 
is exrough to say, that in the vear 1806, An- 
drew Jackson and Charles Dickinson, a 
brother attorney in Tennessee, had a feud; 
that this feud led to a challenge which was at 
onee accepted by Dickinson; and that the 
seconds of the parties fixed upon a spot in 
Kentucky 2s the scene of the duel. 

Bets were freely made upon the result by 
the public. Theduel was to take place on 
Friday, the 30th of May. On Thursday 


morning before dawn, Dickinson arose frem 
the side ot his young and beautiful wife, 
quieted her inquiries with an evasive answer, 
kissed her tenderly, and assured her that he 
would certainly be at home on the night of 
the nextday. Hethen set off for the scene 
of the due], accompanied by bis second and 
several other sworn friends, That night he 
slept at a tavern only a short ride 
from the spot which he _ sought. 
Andrew Jackson and his party slept at a 
tavern about two miles off. Early next morn- 
ipg the two cavaicades werein motion. The 
spot which had been selected for the duel was 
in @ copse of poplars in the heart ot a dense 
forest; and, under the agreement between the 
seconds, if either of the principals fired before 
the word was given, the seconds were to shoot 
bim down instantly, Here Jackson and Dick- 
son met. What then ra cannot be 
more yividly and powerfully described than it 
bas already been described by Parton. 
“Jackson was dreseed in a looge frock coat, 
buttoned carelessly over his chest, and con- 
cealing in some? »gree the extreme slender- 
Dickinson was the young- 
cr and bandeomer man ofthetwo. But Jack- 
son’s tall, erect figure, and the still intensity 
of his demeanor, it is said, gave him a most 
whe wid and commanding air, as he stood 
under the tall poplars on this bright May 
morning silently awsiting the moment of 
docm. 

“Are you ready?” said Overton. 

“Tl am ready,” replied Dickinson. 
at red Pe hud Jackson. . 

The words wefe no sooner pronounced than 
Overton, with a sudden shout, cried in his old 
country pronunciation: 

“‘Fere!’’ 

Dickingon raised his pistol quickly and 
fired. Overton, whowas looking with anx- 
iety ard dread at Jackson, saw @ puil of dust 
fly from the breast of his coat, and saw him 
raise his left arm and place it tightly across 
hischest. He issureiy hit, thought Overton, 
end in ai bad lace, too, but no; 
he does not fall. Erect and grim 
as fate he stood, his teeth clenched, raising 
his pistol. Overton glanced at Dickinson. 
Amazed at the unwonted failure of his aim, 
and apparently appalled at the awful figure 
and face before him, Dickinson had uncon- 
sciously recoiled a pace ortwo. ‘Great God!’’ 
he faltered, “Have I misssed him?’ “Back 
to the mark, sir!” shrieked “Overton, with his 
hand upen his pistol. 

Shall we goon? Dickson stepped back to 
the mark and took his place with his eyes 
averted from Jackson. Jackson covered the 
bedy of Dickinson with his pistol, sighted him 
deliberately and pulled thetrigger. The ham- 
mer stopped at half cock. The weapon was 
lowered, the bammer was reversed, and 
Jackson again took aim, There 
was 4a report. ‘‘Dickinson’s face 
blanched ; he reeled ; his friends 
rushed toward him, caught him in theirarms, 
and gently seated him on the ground leaning 
sgainsta bush, His trousers reddened. They 
stripped off his clothes. The blood was gush- 
ing from his side in a torrent. And, alas! 
here is the ball, not near the wound, but above 
the opposite hip, just under the skin. The 
ball bad passed through the body below the 
ribs. Such a wound could not but be fatal.” 

The rest is easily told. The wounded man 
was carried to the house in whioh he had slept 
the night before. The mattress on which he 
had Jaid was soou soaked with blood. All day 
long he suffered with great agony; and his 
cries of pain mingled with his execration upon 
the bullet in his side are said to have been ter 
rible to hear. About 9 o’clock at night he asked 
why the light had been put out. Five min- 
utes afterward he died, and the next day, 
when his miserable wife was hurrying toward 
the spot where she had me ae her hus- 
band had been “dangerous unded,” she 
met the rude wegon in which his remains 
were being escorted by 2 silent procession of 
horsemen to what was once, but was no 
longer, his home. 

Nor wes Jackson unscathed. When he had 
retired about 100 yards from the field his sur- 

eon noticed that one of his shoes was full of 

leed. His coat was opened, Dickinson had 
been deceived by the fullness of the dress 
that Jackson wore, for his bullet had gone 
straight to where he naturally sup that 
the heart of his antagonist was throbbing. As 
it was, his bullet had broken severel ribs, and 
effected a displacement of the viscera that 
gave Jackson trouble twenty years afterward. 

Little remains to be narrated. A polite 
note was dispatched by Jackson toask w ° 
er he could contribute in any way to the com- 
fort of the man whom he had just shot down 
in the broad day light. This note was follow- 
ed in the course of the day by a bottle of wine. 
How bitterly sardonic and unnatural these 
ecurtesies were may be inferred from the fact 
tbat Jackson afterward said that the reason 
tbat he had at first concealed his wound from 
his triends was because he did not wish Dick- 
inson to have the gratification of knowing 
that his joe hed even been touched.

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THE FARM.

We bad a glorious weok for fodder pulling, 
and the boys worked early and late getting it 
in. It takes good farming pluck to begin pull- 
ing before sunrise and pull all day and then 
tie up after sundown and carry the day before’s 
work through the long rows to where the 
Wagon can get it. Fodder pulling is a busi- 
ness that cant be put off. You have to take 
it on the wing and do it in a hurry and watch 


the weather, S@e tarmers condemn the prac- 
tice and say thet you lose as much as you gain 
—that it lightens the corn, and I reckon it 
does, but a plenty of good fodder is a mighty 
thing to have inthe barn. Bill Kamey 
pays he* has tried all kinds of long forage for 
fifty years,and foider is the best food for 
horses and milch cows he ever did try. It 
keeps them healthy and is so easily handled. 
What Bill Ramey dont know about stock food 
is not worth knowing, and I’m going to keep 
on oe eee until he tells me to quit. 
We have been hervesting peavine hay, too, 
and that is just good enough. It takes work 
to cure it, but itcan becured. Wecutan acre 
down with a biade in a day when the 
peas were in bloom, and making the 
young pods. The vines are tender then and 
juicy and bave not begun to fall down and 
tangle. The jeaves will not fall off and the 
emeil of it when cured is as sweet as timothy. 
But it has to be tossed about and aired a good 
deal and bad better lie around loose in the 
barn for « few days before packing away. 
Good fodder is worth one dollar a hundred 
sometime during the year, and good corn will 
make 500 pounds to the acre, 80 a man can af- 
ford to lose a littie in the weight of his corn, 
especially when corn is worth only fifty 
cents a bushel. Then again, the fun 
of pulling fodder isin having somebedy else 
to pullitfor you. There is always somos 
scattering buvgry labor in the naborhood 
thaj will pull todder and take the chances ol 
och saddles and stinging worms. I saw five 
pack saddles on one biade the other day and 
they are mighty pretty thingsto the man 
who don’t have to encounter them. 

The late corn is ceming in splendidly this 
fall. We are still luxuriating on green corn, 
batter-cakes and green corn stowd and groen 
corn pudding and there is no dish 
that is cheaper or better that I know of, Sep- 
tember brings in its good things just 
like the other months. We have new corn 
meal and new grits and lye hominy and cow 

as and sweet potatoes and cornfield beans. 

he May popeare ripe and mellow, Apples 
and pears are juicy. Black haws are turning, 
and rquirrels and poesums are getting fat. 
September is the old time harvest month. 
When the year began with March, September 
was the seventh month, which it ought to be 
now, as it was with the Romans and also in 
Engiend until 1752. According to the fitness 
of things the calendar year qught to 
begin with the veroal equinox. The 
new year ought to be like a new birth of na- 
ture and begin with the budding trees and 
bloomirg violets—and it ought to end with 
the end of winter’s longdecay. The fact 
is, there has been too much foolish projecting 
with the measures oftime, We oughtto have 
thirteen months, lunar months, instead of 
twelve, and each month should have 24 days 
to correrpond with the weeks. Then with one 
more day for Christmas the solar year would 
beallright. Then everybody would know 
when the new moon came and when it waa full 
withovt having to hunt the almanac 

But I reckon we will have to get along as 
it is while we live on this mundane sphere, 
which won’t be long tosome of us. The sea- 
sons are aj] the same and seed time and har- 
vest bave sufiered no change. 

Cot‘on-picking has hardly begun with us 
yet. ‘It makes our farmers right envious to 
read about the new cotton going into market 
down country, and tothink how those people 
are pocketing the money and getting a better 
price than we wii] get when the market is full 
and glutted. But our folks can’t have all the 


\ £004 things, and so we should be content. 


“This is the children’s cotton picking time. 
The lower bolls are open, and I see many a 
little chep at work getting out from fitteen to 
twenty-five pounds a day, and it all helps. It 
is astonishing how much it does holp for three 
or four to be picking a week. They will have 
a bale before you knowit. Children who are 
raised to work are a treasure to a poor man on 
the form. They save him many a step. They 
can churn and go after the cows and bring 
water and wood, and make fires, and run the 
hogs out, and pick the cow peas, and 
hack/the fodder away and have plenty of: time 
to frolic besides. Last year 1 encouraged my 
litle grand children to pick the cow peas and 
- them adime for ever hamper full. 

ell, they like to have broke me and 
my peas cost me about two dollars a bushel, 
but it was all in the family, and so it was all 
right, There’s nothing like alittle encouraze- 
ment to induce children to work—a little 
money to spend or a frolic of some sort. We 
all work forthe reward that is to comeand it 
lightens our labors and makes us feel better. 

A man cap work on principle, but a boy 
must bave some interest. The firat half dollar 
I ever earned was what I got for a load of 
wood that I chopped and heuled to town and 
sold, and 1 wes prouder of that money than 
any that wes ever given to me by my father. 
In fect I have never hed any since that did 
me e0 much good. I organized a private 
bank in a cigar box, with a slit hole in the 
oP and dropped the silver in, and in course 
of time I putin several more, and about that 
time the poor herthen was taking 
the country, and a missionary preacher 
worked on my tender feelings and 
broke my bank and I never resumed business 
on thatine. Ifit hadent been for that de- 
parture there is notelling how rich I would 
have been. I’ve often wondered what the 
heathen did with my money. 

Our grend-children are having a good time 
mow. They have finished breaking the bull 
calf and are very busy making flutter mills 
under the fish pond dam. The fall is about 
five feet and they keep the water busy and the 
wheel too, and are talking about a little saw- 
mill attachment. I just let them go along and 
use my tools and dull my handsaw and 
gap my ax and waste my nails and leave ey- 
erything wheré they didn’t find it, for they 
are on a big frolic now, and will have to go 
back toschcolin a few days. I overheard 
them talking about school, and one said: “I 
wish there wasn’t such athing as school!” 
And another said: “Well, don’t for the 
echool is all right, and { don’t want to grow 
up adunce, but I wish my school days were 
all over—that’s whatl wish.” But Jessie, 
cur Jessie, my Jessie, has left us. She has 

one totown to school, and we will not see 

er but one day in a week. 
It is mighty on us 
for she is the light of the house and the com- 
fort of my age. One by one they have to 
leave us. Ralph has gone to Florida to live 
and work, and weare getting lonesome and 
homesick. We miss them at night and in the 
morning and atthetable. Even the dog looks 
gad end watches the road for their coming. 
But all’s well that ends well, and we are 
thankful for the that islettus. Carl is 
here yet, and a lot of grandchildren. They 
carry their sling-shots with as much impu- 
dence as a town boy carries his pistol in 
his hip-pocket. Two of them made a 
target of some fine pears in the top of a favor- 
ite tree and left the little rocks in the pears. 
I promised them a whipping, but somehow or 
somewhow elee they didn’t get it. There is 
always somebody around to interfere with my 
arrangements. So they wanted to go to the 
baseball egain this evening and I just put my 
feot down and said no. I determined to pun- 
ish them and now my opportunity has come.
